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A STRIKING example of what one man working 
earnestly in a righteous cause can accomplish is shown 
by the successful lobbying with the Minnesota legisla- 
ture of that well-known traveling man, C.W. Aldrich. 
Mr. Aldrich went to some of the legislative solons of 
that state and energetically pushed the passage of the 
present law against the adulteration of paint. This 
law is a bulwark of strength to the legitimate dealer, 
as it checkmates the unscrupulous tactics of the cata- 
logue houses in selling adulterated lead as the ‘‘pure’’ 
article at prices at which the genuine cannot be sold. 
Mr. Aldrich actively aids all classes of retail trading, 
particularly in the hardware lines. 








We have occasionally, quite occa- 
Loaded Dice. sionally in fact, run across hardware 
dealers and other "American citizens 
who were evidently victims of mental aberration, in- 
asmuch as they expressed strong opinions against the 
economic utility and general desirability of trusts. It 
is actually a fact that are some otherwise intelligent 
men in our commercial ranks who cherish the crude 
and superstitious idea that we would all be better off 
if there were no trusts. As a complete vindication 
of the arguments advanced by our best and most pro- 
gressive intellects in favor of trusts, we need only 
point to the business career of the American Steel & 
Wire Co. 

There is, as we all know, a great saving to be ef- 
fected by consolidation. When all the business in a 
certain line is done by one concern, there is a mini- 
mum expense for office and clerical help. Raw mate- 
rial is bought in larger quantities, and hence at lower 
prices, less money is required for insurance, superin- 
tendence, etc,, and all this benefit accrues to the con- 
sumer in the shape of lower prices. In the old days 
of wasteful competition between the different nail 
manufacturing concerns, the trade were compelled to 
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pay such heavy prices as $1.25 for nails and $1.75 for 
100 lbs. of painted barb wire, but as any hardware 
dealer will tell you the trust which lowers prices for 
the consumers’ benefit would not think of quoting the 
trade any such prices as these current in the old 
regime, and would rightly think a dealer crazy if he 
asked them to furnish him nails at the prices ruling 
in '97 or 98, before the organization of this company. 

The reason such a consolidation as the American 
Steel & Wire Co. is able to offer its product to the 
trade so much cheaper than any competing concern is, 
as before stated, owing to its minute economy of 
manufacture. So rigid is this careful attention to de- 
tails enabling this trust to offer its product at so low 
a price that competition is out of the question. In 
this connection a little incident occurring recently in 
Indiana is quite interesting. It appears that this 
trust had occasion to dismantle one of its plants in 
the Hoosier state. Now this plant contained a dozen 
or more wire-nail machines in first-class condition. 
This firm had no use for these machines in their other 
plants, and they knew it would be absurd to offer 
them for sale in the open market, as no small concern, 
of course, could make nails and barb wire and sell 
them at the narrow margin of profit made by the wire 
trust with any chance of making money, so they were 
actually compelled to reduce some $20,000 worth of 
special wire nail machinery to junk. No private con- 
cern would take so economical a step as this. 

The evolution of the trust solves the old question 
of labor vs. capital, as the trust shows a kindness 
towards its employes, we are told, that is far in ex- 
cess of that of any ordinary corporation. We all know 
of tyrannical employers who have schemed to keep 
their works running with a full complement of hands 
as far into the dull season as possible in order to give 
their men as much work as possible, This fiendish 
policy resulted in the men finally being put on half 
time or discharged at a period when business was dull. 
Contrast this selfish policy with the marvellous kind- 
ness of the American Steel & Wire Co. who, fearing 
that if they kept their employes working steadily for 
a year or two more, they might bave to drop them in 
a dull season, kindly declared a shut down in the very 
heighth of the busy season, when their men can easily 
secure employment elsewhere in making barb wire and 


wire nails. 
The establishment of trusts, we are told by all 


the trust barnacles, lends a stability to business condi- 
tions, and this was strikingly shown last week by the 
thoughtful action of the American Steel & Wire Co. 
John W. Gates, of this company, and others of the 
stock-jobbers and poker players at its head, in order 
to show to the world at large that the present boom 
in iron and steel was on too ‘solid a basis to be easily 
shaken, suddenly closed down the plants of this com- 
pany, declaring there was an ‘‘overproduction’’ of 
wire. This, of course, caused a temporary fall in the 
stocks of this company and aslight shaking up of other 
securities, but did not, of course, precipitate a panic, 
thus proving the strength of the market, a feature 
that would have escaped attention, had it not been for 
the philanthropic action of the trust, 

The policy of any combination is, of course, dic- 
tated by its leaders, and the American Steel & Wire 
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Co. is to be congratulated on having at its head a 
man of the classical probity of character and stern 
devotion to duty of John W. Gates. This gentleman 
observed with pain that some of his friends had an in- 
clination to speculate in the stocks of this company, 
and desiring for the good of the small stockholders to 
check this tendency in the future, he gave out a little 
tip that its stock was going up and then the mills 
were closed, sending it skyrocketing downward and 
causing these vicious speculators to lose money to 
some person or other who happened to be on the other 
side of the market. 

Why, we wonder, should the most servile syco- 
phant among the trust journals go so far as to say: 
‘‘A prominent trust official—a man who is so heavy a 
speculator that he might almost be called a stock 
gambler---is charged by men who were his friends 
with deliberate deception?” 

Why did the Federal Steel Co, show the narrow- 
ness of sou: and conservative jealousy of its directors 
by spewing John W. Gates forth from its midst as one 
would spew forth a specimen of hen fruit in aa ad- 
vanced condition? 

Verily all trusts are not built on the lines of 
honest, capable and economic administration so mani- 
fest in American Steel & Wire circles, and cannot 
consequently fill, as it so eminently does, the position 
of an ideal and perfect combine.

PAINT ADULTERATION. 


The Minnesota State legislature at its last regu- 
lar session passed a law to regulate the sale of paint 
adulterations. The law became operative January lst, 
1900, and the following is the result of the first case 
brought before the courts for a violation of the act: 


IT GOST HIM $25 


First Conviction for Viola- 
tion of the Paint Law. 

W.R. Hench, manager of the paint 
department at the new store, was ar- 
raigned in the municipal court yester- 
day on the charge of violating the paint 
law passed at the last session of the leg 
islature. The offense consisted in sell- 
ing acan of paint that was branded 
“Strictly Pure Mixed Paint.’’ The 
state chemist found that it was Adul- 
terated, and besides it did not conform 
with the law, which requires that the 
formula must be printed on the cover. 
This is the first case of the kind in this 
city under the new act, and it is under- 
stood that several additional arrests 
may follow. 

Mr. Hench admitted selling the can 
of paint, but explained that it was some 
they had in stock before the new law 
was passed, so that it was really only a 
technical violation. 

Judge Holt imposed a fine of $25, the 
minimum amount, as it was his only al- 
ternative. 





THE CONSUMER IS PROTECTED. 


The object of the law is to protect the consumer 
from gross impositions so often put upon him by cata- 
logue and department store traders who often foist 
upon him under the guise of genuineness, adulterants 
and worthless articles he would not buy at any price, 
did he know the facts. 


‘*PURE’’(?) WHITE LEAD. 


For years the farmers of the Northwest have 
have been buying from catalogue houses an article 
called and sold as pure white lead which did not con- 
tain a particle of white lead and but little if any pure 
linseed oil. 

KEPT ON SELLING. 

Despite the fact that this compound had been an- 
alyzed by several authorities and the analysis widely 
published in the local and trade papers, the unscru 
pulous dealers continued to ply their trade and by 
means of flaring advertisements in agricultural papers 
continued to do business at the old stand and in the 
old way, fleecing all who came to their shop to trade, 


A LAW TO PROTECT INNOCENT PURCHASERS. 


One Minnesotian believed there could be a stop 
put to this class of work and at the last legislative 
session on next to the last day for the introduc- 
tion of bills, called upon Senator Valentine Batz 
with a rough draft of a bill, which was put into shape 
by Attorney Matt Gallagher, of Minneapolis, and 
through the earnest efforts of Senator Batz if became 
a law, and is now before the people for trial as to its 
merits, The object of the law is to work no hardship 
on anyone, but to absolutely protect the innocent pur- 
chaser.

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RANDOS SKETCHES.

March 22d, 1900, was a day memorable in the 
annals of American history, for was it not the occa- 
sion on which the Philosophical Society of Denver 
gathered within the Elysian portals of their hired 
apartments and listened with bated breath to one 
William Cooke Daniels who delivered a hodge-podge 
of unmeaning inaccuracies under the caption of the 
‘‘Department Store System’’? 

I am no Peeping Tom who would unbidden push 
aside the curtains concealing the privacy of the Phbilo- 
sophical Society of Denver and cast the garish light 
of publicity on their transactions. But this neces- 
sity is avoided, as Mr, Daniels has kindly printed his 
remarks in pamphlet form so the eager and feverish 








demand of the American people for his news on de- 
partment stores may be gratified. 





Page 6 of this pamphlet explains why William 
Cooke Daniels should feel a soulful yearning to un- 
bosom himself in defense of the department stores in 
the presence of those exquisitely ethereal intellects 
which have given Denver her pre-eminence as a seat 
of philosophical thought; as it says: ‘‘Whatever I 
say tonight will always be tinged with the original 
sin of department store ownership.” No wonder 
friend Daniels perceives the beauties of the department 
store system with a warped mental virsion. 





This paper contains a number of curious and in- 
teresting statements. For instance, it says: ‘‘It is 
interesting to note that the department store of 1900 
follows literally in the footsteps of its grandfather, 
the general village store of 1830, in not finding car- 
penters, blacksmiths, doctors and lawyers (or its cus- 
tomers.” 

‘Our own sawbones,” ‘Our own pettifogger”’ 
are familiar lines in department store advertis- 
ing. Dentists as well as lawyers and doctors are part 
of the corps of these establishments. 





Mr. Daniels makes this naive confession about 
the department store butcher shop: 

‘In all cities a department store which aims for 
the best trade as well as for the medium and the 
cheapest—and the ideal department store to my mind 
must make equal efforts for all these classes of busi- 
ness—such a store could not sell a pound of beefsteak, 
except cooked, in its restaurant, without so grave a 
disturbance among its customers as no wise owner or 
manager would dare to face,” 

Truly if a butcher shop does not belong in a de- 
partment store, why does a hardware store belong 
there? 





‘It is a common error,” says Mr. Daniels, ‘‘to 
think that the strength of the department store sys- 
tem is based on the advantages it offers the purchas- 
ing public, The fundamental strength of the depart- 
ment store lies in the advantages it offers those from 
whom it buys goods.” 

Mr. Daniels tries to make this appear in its most 
favorable light, of course, but stripped of all verbiage 
this statement, in effect, declares that department 
stores have their sole edge over retail stores in the 
better terms they get from manufacturers and job- 
bers. 





The following is an interesting admission, the 
italics being my own: ‘‘There are idiots in every 
trade and there is every here and there a department 
store man so stupid as to try faking. Sometimes it 
takes the form of selling a dollar glove for a dollar 
and a quarter, sometimes it is a 75-cent glove mas- 
querading under a dollar price ticket. Always it is a 
piece of short-sighted folly, and in the end expensive 
to the man who tries it.’’ 

Even a department store owner, elaborately ex- 
plaining the economic inevitableness of these trade 
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trusts, has to admit that there are some ‘‘fakers” in 
the business, wad they are not so very rare either, 





Mr, Daniels had a tough nut to crack in telling 
the Rocky Mountaio philosophers how the department 
store is a good thing for its employes. This delicate 
subject is treated with a brutal cynicism and a callous 
selfishness as follows: ‘‘The vast majority of clerks 
in any sort of store were destined to be clerks and 
will remain clerks to the end, if only because there 
could never be, under any imaginab!e circumstances, 
enough better positions to go a hundredth part of the 
way round. And since clerks they must remain, 
every comparison leads to the belief that they will be 
better, more contented, happier and more prosperous 
clerks in a department store than in a single line con- 
cern.” It is certainly chilly consolation to the young 
man working in an illy ventilated basement, bul- 
lied by foppish floor-walkers and held to a minute 
observance of petty rules for some ridiculously iow 
compensation to be told by his employer: ‘You are 
destined to be a clerk and will remain a clerk to the 
end.” What incentive to ambition is there here? 
Will not our country be vastly better off when filled 
by a number of department stores whose $5 a week 
employes have, while in their immature teens, reached 
the summit of their destiny? Mr. Danieis, in his 
cynical treatment of the ‘‘prosperous” department 
store clerk, pays his respects to the opponents of 
these stores bysaying: ‘‘If one could believe the more 
violent opponents of the department store system, 
every clerk employed in such an institution migat, 
under more favorable conditions, have developed into 
a successful merchant, just as I used to readin my 
school days’ history that every male child born of 
American parents might become president.” Thou- 
sands of men have become successful single line mer- 
chants, and while it is to be admitted there is prec- 
ious little chance of Mr. Daniel’s ‘‘prosperous” de- 
partment store clerk reaching this goal, this is not so 
difficult an ambition for the frugal and energetic em- 
ploye of a single line concern. 





Apologies for the department store written on the 
eulogy order make it appear in blacker light than be- 
fore. W-ena retailer in an able address at a state 
convention touches the saw of the department store 
evil, the candid and impartial citizen must take his 
remarks as those of an energetic partisan, and as such 
perhaps slightly tinged by personal bias. But when 
a man like this Daniels, who admits his ownership of 
a department store, rushes into print with an alleged 
vindication of the economic usefulness of the depart- 
ment store, and shows up as many glaring injustices 
of the system he advocates as does this pamphleteer 
of the Pike’s Peak philosophers, then there can be no 
quibbling equivocation of the rigid justice and inhe- 
rent correctness of the stand taken by the retail trade 
on this matter. May our country never see the day 
when the mercantile interests are left in the hands of 
a few self-sufficing cynical department store magnates 
and their regiments of underpaid unambitious serfs. 
Danizl’s picture of the department store may appear 
all right fron his own personal view, but it must ap- 
pear so from his view alone.

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ADVANCE IN STOVE PRICES. 








The Western Association of Stove Manufacturers 
held a fully attended meeting at the Auditorium Ho- 
tel, Chicago, on April 17th and 18th. The meeting 
was a joint one of the Western Association of Stove 
Manufactnrers, the Southern Association of Stove 
Manufacturers and the members of the Louisville and 
Evansvill local associations. 1t will thus be seen 
thrt the meeting embraced all stove makers west of 
Pennsylvania. The conditions surrounding the trade 
were thoroughly canvassed and it was decided that an 
advance in prices was imperative, the resolutions 
declaring for same being as follows: 


Resolved, Thatin view of the advance in labor 
and the increased cost of our product, that prices of 











stoves be advanced five per cent, to take effect 


July 31st. 
Resolved, That no order shall be taken at pres- 


ent prices for shipment after July 31st. 

This advance in prices is the logical outcome of 
the recent conference at Atlanta between representa- 
tives of the National Iron Moulders Union of North 
America and the National Stove Founders Defense 
Association in which the moulders were granted an 
advance over the '99 scale. Besides this increased 
cost of labor the advance in stove prices made iast 
year did not anywhere near equalize the advances 
made in every material entering into the construction 
of stoves, 

The extended time given before the new prices go 
into effect is to enable the retail trade to cover their 
orders, 


LARGEST STOVE STORE IN THE WORLD. 


The Ringen Stove Co., St. Louis, Mo., claim to 
have the largest stove store in the world. The begin- 
nings of this business back in 1863 were unpreten- 
tious enough, John Ringen in that year establishing a 
small stove and tin store in Third street, that city. 
The business grew steadily, moving every little while 
into larger quarters. In 1884 we see this firm occu- 
pying a large and centrally located store at 508 North 
Fifth street, that city. The same year witnessed the 
incorporation of the Ringen Stove Co, and the forma- 
tion of the ‘‘Quick Meal” Stove Co. to manufacture 
leading lines for the Ringen Stove Co., including tbe 
popular Quick Meal gas and gasolene stoves. 

The factory, which was started in the third floor 
of a narrow building opposite the Unior Market, soon 
was compelled to find larger quarters and was moved 
to Ninth and Cass avenue, and later, to gain room, to 
Third and Spruce streets, which locality, by taking 
adjoining buildings from time to time, proved suffi- 
cient up to 1888. 

In 1891 the Ringen Stove Co.’s store on Fourth 
street proved again insufficient for their requirements. 
It was accordingly removed to 414 and 416 North 
Broadway, near Locust street, amongst the prominent 
and progressive business houses. At this location 
another important branch, that of steam and hot water 
heating and the fan system of heating was added to their 
extensive business, The list of buildings they have 
heated comprises a large number of business houses, 
such as the Carleton building, Sixth and Olive streets ; 
the Merchants Exchange and the Ely Walker build- 
ings; large institutions, such as the convent of Good 
Shepherd, Coliseum, St, Louis Club and schools and 
private residences almost without number.

They are to be found every- 
where in Canada and Mexico; Germany, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Denmark each take their quantity; Central 
and South America and Africa are good customers, In 
Melbourne, Australia, ‘‘Quick Meal’’ stoves were sold 
and awarded a gold medal 10 years ago.

WIRE TRUST SHUTS DOWN. 


We quote the following from the Chicago Daily 
News of April 16: 

‘All of the mills of the American Steel & Wire 
Co. in the vicinity of Chicago, except the Rockdale 
mill at Joliet, shut down this morning and the work- 
men were informed that the stoppage would be for an 
indefinite term. Only the Rockdale mill at Joliet con- 
tinued in operation. At the same time the preferred 
stock of the ‘‘wire trust’’ broke 10 points on the local 
stock exchange and the common stock fell 6 points. 
Though the cause for the stoppage of work was given 
by President John Lambert as ‘‘overstocking, due 
to labor troubles affecting the market,” brokers 
in the ‘‘street” believe there is more than this be- 
bind the deal and find in it either some stratagem of 
the insiders to manipulate the stock or an indication 
that the stock issues are unprotected. 

“Shutting down of the mills at Joliet, DeKalb 
and North Chicago was unexpected by the workmen 
at those cities, and came as a sudden blow to them, 
throwing thousands entirely out of work. No explana- 
tion was given them. 

‘When Col. John Lambert was asked what had 
been the cause of the action he replied: 

‘¢ ‘The American Steel & Wire Co. is running this 
business without any need of explaining to the public. 
We shut down and open our mills when we see fit.’”’

The swinging 
tube also serves as a mixer and keeps the compound 
stirred up. The pump barrel is securely fastened to 
a large screw so that the tubes and reservoir can 
easily be cleaned and wiped dry when through using. 
These sprayers have large air chambers, leather valves 
made from selected stock, brass spray tubes and en- 
ameled handles and air chamber plugs. They are 
especially adapted for spraying fruit trees, vines and 
plants, and for killing all kinds of insects and vermin. 
They throw a fine mist with such force as to reach 
every part of the plant with one stroke, and if the 
proper solution is used these sprayers will destroy 
potato bugs, plum curculio, coddling moths, currant 
worms, tobacco worms, cabbage worms, tomato worms 
aud cotton worms, apple aphis, raspberry slugs, pear 
slugs, melon beetles, cattle lice, chicken lice, clothes 
moths and dog fleas.

THE HORIGAN WATERWORKS. 


The Horigan Supply Co., St. Juseph, Mo., are 
manufacturers of a system of private waterworks 
shown herewith. 

The system consists of pumping the water from 
well or cistern into a steel tank usually placed in the 
basement, against the air, which, being compressed, 
creates a pressure strong enough to force the water 
to any part of the house, The tank is supplied with 
a hand hole or cleanout, which enables the owner to 
remove the dirt and sediment which necessarily accu- 
mulates without digging up the tank and disconnect- 
ing the entire system, The convenience of this ar- 
rangement, in connection with a stop cock on the 
supply pipe, by which the tank and entire system can 
be easily drained, will be readily appreciated. A 
water pressure gauge is placed which shows at a 
glance, and at all times, the exact amount of pressure 
that the tank contains, obviating by this means the 
liability to excessive pressure. Attached to the 
main supply pipe is a specially constructed Hydraulic 
Valve, which is so arranged that at given pressure, 
say 40 to 60 pounds, it operates automatically, con- 
veying the surplus water back to the well, and at the 
same time maintaining a uniform pressure on the 
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tank, This device is especially adapted for use where 
a windmill furnishes the power. The water being 
forced through a check valve from the pump into the 
tank, fills the openings at the bottom of the tank, pre- 
venting any escape of air, and thus compressing the 
air, until pumping is stopped. The pressure thus ob- 
tained is sufficient to force the water into any part of 
the house, barn or lawn, with a strong pressure, and 
will throw water from 50 to 80 feet high, according 
to pressure, as well as supplying tke ordinary house 
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the ‘‘sign of the golden padlock.” In the sixties Mr. 
Rubens’ store became one of the best known in the 
city. Being directly in the path of the Chicago fire 
Mr. Rubens’ store was swept away. He re-estabiished 
his business at Harrison and Clinton streets, where he 
remained until 1893, when he retired from active 
business life. Mr. Rubens was a patriotic citizen, be- 
ing actively engaged in organizing troops at the time 
of the civil war. Mr, Rubens was a scholarly man 
who took a keen interest in local, national and inter- 

national affairs, and his long associa- 

tion with the hardware business in 

practically the same location made him

leaves four daughters, Mrs, E. Cohn, 
Mrs. M. B. Hirsch, Misses Hattie and 
Jennie Rubens, and one son, Charles 
Rubens, The funeral was held on April

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Trade Report. 





BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 





The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel market, 
which will appear in Bradstreet’s of April 21: 

The bear campaign in iron and steel took on a 
new phase this week, when a number of wire mills 
were shut down, as alleged, because of an oversupply 
of these goods. Some sharp divergencies in opinion 
as to steel trade conditions have been thus evoked, 
and criticism of the action of the wire people has not 
been confined to the stock market upon which, how- 
ever, the chief effect has been exercised. The claim is 
made that large stocks of wire exist, mainly in pro- 
ducers’ hands, and that jobbers’ and retailers’ stock 
have been kept low by abnormally high prices. The 
announcement, however, has had an unsettling effect 
upon general demand as was probably expected, and 
now domestic business is interfered with. The 
strength of the export demand previously noted in 
these columns, however, is still a feature, and we have 
the best of reasons for believing that a very large 
quantity of Southern was variously estimated at 20,- 
000 to 30,000 tons was sold this week to go abroad at 
nearly or about full prices. The immense or- 
der for steel. for the new underground rail- 
way enterprise in New York, 80,000 tons, 
was placed this week. It is claimed at prices 
very close to current quotations, price changes are 
mostly along lines beretofore noted, though some 
sympathetic weakness in pig iron is reported. Wire 
prices apparently are unchanged. Steel billets are 
weak at the decline, reported last week, and bar steel 
and plates are likewise lower. The strength of the 
raw materials, particularly coal, coke and ore, and the 
recent advances in wages are expected to prevent any- 
thing like a perpendicular drop in wages. 





ROGERS, BROWN & CO. ON IRON AND STEEL. 





Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, telegraph 
us the following advance resume of their report on 
the pig-iron market, which will appear in their 
weekly market report for April 21: 

In spite of the sensational reports circulated in 
Wall street, and notwithstanding the great slump in 
prices of industrial stocks, the iron market has jogged 
along in its accustomed way. In some lines there has 
been a gradual settling of prices. Although alarmists 
may feel that there is no bottom to the hill, yet it is 
well known that conditions are such that prices are 
bound to be high, although, perhaps, not up to the 
present level. There has been more pressure to sell 
on the part of some Northern furnaces whose order 
books are not well filled, but there is a continued 
scarcity of desirable Southern grades. The weather 
during the past week has been especially unfavorable, 
and the South has been visited with what they calla 
deluge, which has seriously interferred with furnace 





operations. It is not believed that the South will 
prove to be as large a factor in the general foundry 
market as heretofore because of the increased local use 
of iron, and the depletion of stocks caused by the ex- 
port trade. Several foreign sales of importance have 
been made during the past week, and the demand 
keeps up. 





REGISTERS. 

Leading register manufacturers met in Cleveland, 
April 19th and 20th. Telegraphic advices from that 
point late Friday afternoon stated that definite dis- 
counts had not been decided upon, but prices would 
be much lower.
